THE EARTHQUAKE AT CERAM 


“poss OF FOUR THOUSAND LIVES, 


The Batavia correspondent of the Singa- 
pore Free Press writes — ; 

‘The official account’ of the disaster is 
given by the Java Qoxrant (Govornment 
Gazette) as follows :—According to telo- 
grame Keceived “from Ainboina, dated the 
7th and 9h inst., on the night of Septem: 
ber 23th and 20th at 1.45 a.m. a severo 
earthquake, followed by tidal waves, oc- 
currod, affecting the Sevth Coast. of Ceram 
and inn leas degrea. the Talands of Am: 
boina, Bands and the Ulinssers. | Many 
provinces of the Suuth Coast of Ceram are 
awopt, and in Elpapoetih Bay all but two: 
The prison at Amahei is ontiraly des- 
troyod, and the defonces peoelly a6, while 
the ascistant-preacher'a bouso and Church 
are spared, ag also-aro the garrison of. 
Amahciand thé Post-holders there and -at 
Kairotoc; As tho Government steamer 
Arend had “not aufiicient capacity, the 
steamships Gown. Gen, S..dacab, avd Jupa- 
ra, of the Royst Dutch Mail Co., wara 
chartered to transport vital atures and me- 
dical necessaries, white the ussistunce of 
the Resident of Ternute was als cK 
Vital stores and building materials 
olitainable at Amboina, and the first and 
most urgant needs were ab oneu provided 
for, but fur the rest theré was groat want. 
8, Jacob brought 27 woundod to Amboinn, 
ard the Japara, with which the President 
and the doctor went to tho affected dis- 
tricts, took 49 wounded away from Amahei 
and Srparoes. Ftom Band, where the jet- 
ty in front of Tort Nassau was destroyed, 
news of ao calming nature was received, 
According to a temporary estimate tho num- 
bee of lives Jost amounts to 4,000, and the 
wounded to 500. ‘The surviving populace 
has fled to tho interior and dares pot return 
te its old residenco: everywhere’ where the 
earthquake and. tidal wi were felt thera 
in great agitation. ‘The oil-boring at Boola 
Bay has not suffered. 

Tt was proposed by tho Government, sf- 
tor the Isst Amboinn earthyunke, to move 
th Government Head Quarters to the place 
now destroyed, but on the advice of Mr 
Verbeek, tho Geologist, the ides was aban- 
doned. ‘'Phus the Dr. scores, but he wlso 
said that ne moro such eacthqyuakes were 
likely to occur. There is lots of ovidonce 
that this Ceram earthquake is but one step 
more in a process, of whith tho Aimbvina 
earthyuake was but a syinplom.
